It
may never be heard from again, so there is Do
use to rehearse the many argnments that might
be offered against such a course. But if the
Chamber is really in earnest about the matter,
it would be well for thesmembers to find out (if
they can) whether under international law
English goods, in ease of war, would be safe in
ships carrying the American flag, or even in
ghips built in America.

It seems possible afier all that the Ameer of
Afghanistan has had more to do than is com-
monly supposed in bringing the English Minis-
try into its present attitude toward Russia.
Mr, Gladstone said in the Commons yesterday
that Lord Dufferin “had arranged with Ab-
durrahman Khan the basis upon which the
Government had thus far procecded in the
frontier affair.” This looks like a confirmation
of the report prevalent some weeks ago that
the Ameer was not willlng that the English
should fight the Russians near Herat, or at least
did not encourage them to doso. If he gave
the Viceroy of India any intimation like that, it
will greatly strengthen the Premier’s defence
of hLis course,

The Supply bill was large enongh as it came
from the Assembly; but the Senate before
passing it increased it by many thousands.
The eriticisms made by its own members show
that this increase was unwise. Republicans
ought to keep in mind the fact that the Demo-
eratic Governor will be sute to use his veto
power go that his political opponents may be
accused of extravagance, When the bill
reaches the Assembly again it shoald bo care-
fully serutinized before the increase is allowed,
That should be done in the interest of low
taxation, and for the same reason the Capitol
appropriation should be ent down or refused
altogether. Those Republicans who vote with
the Democrats to increase the taxes will find it
difficult to defend their course,

Thoughtful Republicans all over the U'nion
will unite in hoping that the Republicans in
the Illinois Legislature will not fritter away m
personal quarrels the results of the important
victory just gained in the election of Mr. Wea-
ver as a successor to the late Democratic Rep-
resentative, Mr. Shaw. The fight was splen-
didly managed and the Demoeratie XXIVth
Distriet, whieh not long ago gave 2,000 major-
ity to Mr. Shaw, now wipes out those votes,
and returns a Republican by a majority of at
least 200, This gives the party 103 votes on
a joint ballot of the two blouses of the Legis-
fature—a majority of two—and scoures the
election of » Republican to the United States
Senate, if only personal pique 18 cast aside.
Republicans, North, East, West and South, ex-
pect the Illinois Legislature to do their duty
promptly now and vote for John A. Logan.

THE CASH—A CONTRAST.

The count has virtually ended, say Demo-
cratic journnls, and after twenty-four yeara
of Republican rule, everything that ought
to be in the Treasury is found to be there, ex-
cept, possibly, two centa which appear to be
missing from one of the packages. Exaetly
what Republicans have for years officially re-
ported about the eondition of the Treasury, the

show every transaction since the Democrats left
Washington in 1861. His very first step was to
set some of the best experta in the country to
overhaul these books, in order to know whether
there was any mischief conecaled, aud exactly
what amount of money the Treasury ought to
have on hand. They find no error or fraud in
the accounts, and new debt statements nre
issued, showing to a cent what amount of
money, aud of each kindof money, the Treasary
ought to hold. Then one of these trained ex-
perts was appointed Treasurer, and the vaalts
were turned over to his custody, and he sots
trained accountants to count all the money,
They do so, and find that the cash actnally held
agrees preciscly, both in amount and in kind,
with the cash that the Treasury books show
ought to be held—alwnys excepting the two
cents aforesaid,

Now, Messrs, Democrats, it is in order to
thank yon for disproving another of your
favorite lies, which you have used in every
campaign, especially in the raral districts. You
have tanght many people to believe that the
Treasury has been systematically robbed for a
long time, end that, if Democrats could ouly
get control and, in the language of Mr. Hen-
dricks, “let the light of Heaven into those
vaults,” there would be horrible things dis-
closed. Three times elaborate and costly in-
vestigations have been undertaken, some Dem-
ocratic Senator having asserted that he had
found traces of fraud, und believed that millions
had been stolen. Not a trace of wrong was dis-
covered, but still the falschood was persis-
tently repeated ; and it was said that the oflicials
in ehavge * canningly concealed ™ the vast de-
ficiency. At last, Messrs. Democrats, you have
the light of Heaven,” and an overhauling of
the books and. a counting of the cash by your
own trained exports. And it proves that your
leaders have been persistently lying, year after
year,

It is greatly to the credit of the Republican

INDIGNATION IN ENGLAND,

There is n growing feeling of indignation in
England against the Government’s Afghan
policy. The settlement with Russin is generally
considered a hollow truce, under which military
preparations will go on a8 before in the Trans-
Caspian district, and the captore of Herat be
deferred only for a brief period. 8ir Peter
Lumsden’s recall is now attributed to difterences
of opinion which have forced him from self-
respect to ofter his resignation ; and his depart-
ure from a froutler where General Komaroft
and Colonel Alikanoft are allowed to remain in
teiumph is rightly regarded in London as o
migfortune and a humiliation. If General
Zelonoi and M. Lessar had been sent to Central
Asia to survey the new boundary with the
British engineers, the tribes in the borderland
between the Empires might have been im-
pressed with the joint eftorta of the rival Gov-
ernments to settle their differences by mutunl
concessions. (eneral Komaroft now remains
master of the field after an audacious advance
of his ontposts to the foothills overlooking
Herat and a dishonest victory at Penjdeh, The
breach uf National faith has been condoned by
the British Government; Lord Granville has
stood at the Foreign Oflice with his cap In his
hand, asking M. Lessar how much territory
would satisfy Russia’s present ambition; and
peace has been maintained by concessions
which will only ofter temptation to new aggres-
gion. Englishmen who take this view of the
outcome of the negotiations are equally angry
and despondent, and are eager for a vote of
censure,

The Prime Minister Is charged with sharp
practice in obtaining a vote in favor of the war
eredits on the strength of a gpeech which did
not embody the Government's real policy. It
was considered equivalent to a declaration of
war, but was intended to open the way for the
public consideration of peace proposals which
had already been made. Mr. Gladstone is ac-
cused of abandoning the Soundan expedition
under the pretext of preparations for war in
Central Asia, and of consenting to a dishonor-
able and illnsory peace s soon as he was sure
ot having the money in band to settle the ar-
rears of General Wolseley's and General
Graham's expeditions. These and other charges
of false pretences in his diplomacy and prepara-
tions for n eampaign which he had no serious
intention of fighting, indicate the bitterncss of
English feeling. That the Government have in
reserve eertain faets which will enable them to
defend their policy we are disposed to believe,

Lord Dufterin’s official necountof the durbar at
Rawal-Pindi may go far toward justifying the
Governmoent's courss, Mr. Gladstone is a
ghrewd, calenlating Seotchman, who knows that
The Pall Mall Gasette doss not represent Eng-
lish public opinion, and that n prowd Nation
must have a reasonable explanation of the
astounding events of the last fortnight. Ae-
cused, s he now is, of sharp practice, disin-
genuous tacties, and disereditable subterfuges,
he may be expected before many days to take
the country into his confidence and to defend
his poliey on broad grounds withont having re-
course to logical subleties,

THE CLOSING DAYS AT ALBANTY,

At this stage of the legislative session at
Albany every bill that comes up should be
carefully serutinized. The Senate in partienlar
has been careless in permitting bad bills to
pass ; and in consequenee it has ineurred severe
criticism, even from its own moembers.  Senator
Lansing yeaterday denounced It as an imbecile
body. The trouble arises from the undue influ.
ence of such Demoerats as * Tim " Campbell,
#Mike " Murphy and others, who ean generally
get suflicient support to pnss their moeasures,
These almost invariably aim at enlarging Dem-
ocratie patronage, or provide for araid on the
public treasury. Sueh bills, and all others that
will not bear close serutiny, ought to be killed
at onee.

One of these measnres, which reeently passed
the Senate, was favorably reported yesterday in
the Assewbly, It provides for the employment
of detectives, without any limit ns to num-
ber, pay or qualifications, In its present shape
it is o bad bill, Another bill which also passed
the Senate, nnd was yvesterday reported to the
Assembly, provides for the cmployment of
twenty more sunitary inspectors. It ought not
to pass. The Board of Estimate made an extra
appropriation for the Board of Health this year,
and another bill before the Legisinture greatly
inercases that amount in ecase of an epidemic.
If any further legislation is needed, which is
doubtful, it should be in the direction of
authorizing the Board of Estimate to uet when
the necessity arises, This bill ought to be so
amended or killed.

The work of passing old claims agninst the
city continues, Senntor Cullen got through an-
other in behalf of n continctor who did some
work on Thirtieth-st, In the Assembly one
wns passed on Wednesday to pay an old Tweed
advertising bill, and another to audit the elnim
of a former clerk In the Surrognte's oflice.
There are many such bills pending whieh hnve
been favorably reported from the two eitivs’
committees, If they should reach the Governor,
both housca will be deserving of Seuntor
Lansing's eriticism,

OII0 AND THE SENATE,

We do not ereditthe ramor that SBenator Payne
may resign before Congress meets, allowing the
election in his gtead of Mr., McLean by the
present Legislature. It is indeed quite true
that Senator Payne is seventy-five years
old, and bis health is not such as to render the
prospect of a long, exclting and weary session
at Washington altogether congenial, The un-
healthy climate and the foul air and the night
sessions prove fatal to many men of youth and
vigor. But if he should find i Decomber or
Joanuary that he could not with justice to him-
self continne to hold the seat, there wounld then
be a Hepublican Legislature to elect his sue
cessor—as politicians of both parties now agree
that a Democratic success in the Ohio election
next [all is substantinlly out of the question.
Hence, the improbable story goes, Mr, Payne's
resignation is contemplated asa means of seeur-
ing one of the seats from Olilo for a Democrat,
The Legislature to be chosen next fall will have
power to choose a Senator in place of My, Sher-
man, and,if Republican, is likely tore-eloct him.
Inorder to make sure of the other seat, the Dems

THE ACQUITTAL OF SHORT.

The jurors who acquitted Richard Short can
take credit to themselves for having done all
they could to encournge conspiracy, violence
and murder in this eity. The nature and num-
ber of Phelan's wounds were alone suflicient to
disprove the theory of self-defence. It it is
possible for such ruffinns as Short to escape
punishment altogether affer they have done
their best to murder s man, they have really be-
come formidable—to New-York, if not to Great
Britain. This is not a question of sympathy
with Phelan, But that Short or any other con-
spirator should be allowed to entrap an assocl-
ate, slash him in a dozen places, and then sue-
cessfully set up the plea of solf-defence, is past
endurance, Such an insult to justice makes
even the most moderate of men impatient with
the jury system,

There seems to be only one way to ex-
plain this verdict in the face of the ov-
idence, The jarors may have been in fear of
their lives, They conld not have been bought.
No doubt they were honest men, and Short’s
friends could not raise money enough to buy a
jury any way, even in this city, where prices
for jurors are said somotimes to range low. Bui
these twolve men in the jury box saw how nar-
row was the escape of Phelan from being cut to
plecos. They saw him uncover the big, broad
sears of his scarcely healed wounds, Short's
vindictlve associates might serve them as
Phelan was served, if they should bring in a
verdict of gnilty, and—they acquitted the
prisoner! It is a day of disgraco for New-York
when jurymen shrink in terror from bringing in
n just verdict.

“AN OFFENSIVE PARTISAN"

The country generally, and onr Mugwump
philosophers in particular, will begin to under-
stund what the National Administration means
by an “oftensive partisan "—making that
charge ns they do the ground of removal from
oftice. '

Mr. Joseph Nimmo, jr., has really created the
Burenu of Statistics in the Treasury Depart-
ment.

Mr. Nimmo has been a resident of the District
of Columbin almost for a generation. He has
taken no part whatever in polities and has not
even cast o vote. Ie is turned ont now to make
room for a wan who, we presume, will not per-
mit any statistics to be gathered or publisked
that favor the poliey of a protective tariff. Civil
Service reform as interpreted by Daniel Man-
ping and approved by President Cleveland
must be grateful to the Mugwumps of New-
Englond and New-York.

IRISH REFPORM MEASURES

The visit of the Prince of Wales to Ireland is
followed by rumors of important legislative
proposals, The Crimes act, it is now asserted,
will not be renewed, and a new measire pro-
viding for the reorganization of local govern-
went is to be introduced before the eloso of the
present session of Parlinment.  The scheme na
outlined in the cable dispatches bears a curious
resemblance to the Land League method of
organization. In each county a council will be
elected by popular vote and provision is to be
made for the formation of a Central Conneil at
Dublin, empowered to aet as o Bourd of Edvea-
tion and Public Works., It is also stated that
the abolition of the Lord Lisutenancy is under
cousideration.

These rumors if confirmed will indieate a de-
termination on the part of the Government to
make large oflers to the Parnellited and to the
Irish voters in tho next general election. The
proposed mensure would be introduced withont
expectation of its passage, and chiefly for the
suke of coucilinting  Irish voters both on the
island .aud in doubtful constituencies in Eng-
land. If a vote of coensure follows the ill-
starred Afghan negotiations, Mr. Chamberlain
may find such a measure a convenient bosls for
intriguing for Mr. Parnell's support. Dut if a
lnrge project of local reform be serionsly enter-
tained, it will probably be brought forward in
wool time o concillate Irish voters.  The aboli-
tion of the Lord Lieutenancy is so radical a pro-
posal that it is scarcely credible that the present
Government intend to advoeate it,  From an
American point of view it would be n wise and
coneilintory step. The pacification of the ialand
has been followed by a cordial reception of the
future sovereign of England. The time is ripe
for statesmanlike concessions. The Irish peo-
ple abhor the Lord Lieutenancy and the tradi-
tions of Dablin Castle, A Sceretary for lre-
laud, if an Irishman, and respousible to Parlin-
ment, would have, what the Lord Lieutenant
does not have, the confidence of the people of
the island,
